"It is not against Antony, the Roman
soldier, that we are going to fight, but
against this woman, who in the delirium of
her hopes and the intoxication of her gobod
fortune dreams of the tall of the C'apitol
and the ruin of the Empire."
Augustus met the forces of Antony and

Cleopatra near Actium on the lonian Sea.
Antony would have fought on land, as he
was the most popular Roman general, but
Cleopatra persuaded himi, in spite of the
advice of his soldiers, to meet Augustus at
sea, because she wished her large fleet to
share in the glory of the battle. Antony.
then put most of his army on the ships.

Augustus, by skilful manoeuvring, threw
the hostile fleet into contusion. The battle
was by no means lost, however, when
Cleopatra was struck by panic and sailed
away at the head of her fleet. Antony could
not stay away from his charmer. and for-
getting the men who were dying for him
he took ble swiftest galley anid followed
the Queen's ship with the purple sails.
Augustus then comnletely scattered the

forces of Antony. Cleopatra returned to
Alexandria, where, she plundered the
temples, ad desiri'ng the friendship of
the Me-des sent them the head of her pria-
oner, the King of Armenia, as a gift. There
are many little-known details of this early
ftmance of world politics.

She aisc
tried venomous reptiles, and decided thi
the asp, which produced a quiet deeti
whereby the features were not disturbed
was the most desirable.

terms of submission to Augustus. At the

gym time she secretly Invited the latter tc
abte hembtrone. The crafty Augustus sent

niessage giving her hope and encouraging.
her to keep Antony alive so that he might
grace the congucror's triumph in Rorje.

Antony kcilled himself, as everybod)

knows. Cleopatra was then in despair o1
finding anybody to help her. Augustus ad
vanced at the head of his army and en
tored Alexandria.
Augustus came once to see her. Sh14

surrounded herself with mementoes of hli
Uncle, Julius Canesar, and used every tuiei
she knew to aroure his pity.
The conquesror listened to her in aflenci

with his eyes fixed on the ground. Thet
he said, "lDe of good courage, lady," and
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mnobeman, who gthea en .,tat
Augustus was planning to take her to
Rome to grace a great triemphal prooee-
sion.
When she hara this she said: "I will

not be dragged along In a triumph." The
next day she was found deed ena golden
'bed, clad in her royal robee, with two
womem lytag lifeless at her feet.
Thets is no certainty how she died. Au-

gustus, by displaying at his tuiulauh in
Rome a statae of Cleopatra with a serpent
on her arm, confirmed the rinport that she
had caused herself to be stung to death,
by an asp. Augustus put to death her so.
Caesarion, who might have claimed to be
the heir of Julius Caesar.
Augustus became the first Roman Em-

peror a few years after this. He died in
14 A. D., when he was seventy4even years
old, a great age for that time. The Baviour
was born in his reign, Latin literature
reached its highest development and this
was in many way, one of the greteet
epochs in the history o'f the world.
This is the man whose face has now

been revealed to us by a statue as he
looked after the period of his greatest
struggles and triumphs. Crities say' that
the statue was made with high artistic
skill. it tells the story of cares and anx.
leties, advancing age and bodily heaviness
and infirmity. The flesh on the face sags
down somewhat, which it does not do Is
the Vatican statue.
The Emperor is not now concerued with

winning battles as much as with holding
on to the enormous, posselas he has pe-
cured. This he suooseded in doing for
many years. It is not suggested that ae
is any lack of vigor i the bee at this
age.
The resemblance between Augustus and

his grand uncle, Julius Caesar. is striking.
